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Crack in the Nuclear Dear 


Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko's new 
offer to discuss on-site inspection adds some 
credibiity to Moscow's old proposal to ban 
all underground nuclear weapons tests. But 
major obstacles still hinder a comprehensive 
test ban. Russia’s insistence that all five 
nuclear weapons states must agree is a dead- 
end street; France and China have refused 
even to join in the Soviet-American-British 
ban on atmospheric tests, which China con- 
tinues to set off. 

An even bigger obstacle is Moscow's retusal 

to ban civillan as well as military nuclear 
. explosions, So-called peaceful nuclear ex- 
Plostons (PNES) could be used to test weap- 
ons. The United States, unlike the Soviet 
Union, has abandoned as impractical nuclear 
explosions for earth-moving and other en- 
glneering purposes. 

Neverthe‘ess. the new Soviet proposal could 
open the way for negotiations to reduce the 
high ceilings in the 1974 and 1976 Soviet- 
American threshold test-ban treaties, which 
“limit” military and civilian underground 
nuclear explosions to 150 kilotons, 10 times 
the yleld of the Hiroshima bomb. 

This high threshold, which would permit 
both sides to continue most weapons devel- 
opment, has aroused criticism in the United 
States, and Senate ratification is in doubt. 
The chief argument in favor of the two 
treaties has been Moscow's acceptance for 
the first time in the PNE treaty of the prin- 
ciple of on-site inspection, a significant arms- 


control breakthrough. If Soviet wilingness 
now to extend such inspection to nuclear 
weapons explosions leads to further nego- 
tations, a new effort can be made to ban 
al! nuclear explosions or, failing that, to re- 
duce the 150-kiloton ceiling. Ρ, 

A substantially lower thresho:d could im- 
pede the qualitative arms race. It would 
ποῖ significantly reinforce the efforts to curb 
proliferation of nuclear weapons; India’s 


first underground explosion had a yield of 


only 15 kilotons. But a comprehensive test 
ban halting all nuclear explosions in the 
United States and the Soviet Union would 
lay a basis tor moral suasion—and even 
sanctions—against explosions elsewhere. 

The Pentagon, which wants to continue 
05. nuclear weapons tests, has seized on 
Soviet rejection of on-site tnspection in the 
past to block efforts to achieve a compre- 
hensive test ban. The Ford administration 
has gone along with this view But former 
Gov. Jimmy Carter. relying on predominant 
selentific opinion, has proposed a five-year 
moratorium on all nuclear tests, arguing 
that nationa: means of verification would be 
sufficient to distinguish between earthquakes 
and most small-weapons tests. 

The Soviet offer to discuss on-site Inspec- 
tion for suspected weapons tests should close 
this gap and bring about a comprehensive 
test-ban negotiation regardless of which 
nresidential candidate wins the election.

Schlesinger on China 


The debate in the United States about how 
best to advance the normalization of rela- 
tions with China has been stilled momen- 
tarlly by the dramatic political events and 
uncertainties over the succession to Chair- 
man Mao, But the debate undoubtedly wil 
revive. When it does, significant weight will 
have to be given to the testimony of former 
Defense Secretary Schlesinger on his recent 
visit to China and talks with its present 
leaders. 

Other visitors, who in this connection have 
asked about the future of Taiwan. have 
frequently been told that the United States, 
to obtain full diplomatic relations with 
Peking. must break relations with Taipet. 
terminate its security treaty. and remove its 
troops from the island. Schlesinger never 
raised the question: {t came up omy once— 
not in his talks with Premier Hua Kuo-feng 
—and was dropped quickly. " 

What the Chinese did want to talk about 
was the Soviet threat, Schlesinger’s conclu- 
sion was that “the question of Talwan is 


lower on the Chinese priority list than the 
question of .. the strength and posture of 
the United States with regard to the Soviet 
Union. . If the United States seems firm 
im its policies toward the Soviet Union, that 
is of far greater benefit to China than the 
Issue of Taiwan.” 

There is no evidence that the questions of 
Taiwan and its relations with the United 
States bave played a central role in the 
Maoist succession, Events have disproved 
the argument that unless the United States 
abandons the people of Taiwan, and quickly 
estab-ishes diplomatic relations with Peking. 
the radical left will take over China The 
moderates, so far, seem in control. 

This does not mean that progress toward 
normalization of relations with Peking 
should be halted or that the future of Tai- 
wan can be left out of the discussions. The 
point of these reports is merely that there

Nobel Sweep in Perspective 


A historic first was registered this week 
when the Nobel Prize Committee announced 
its 1976 awards in chemistry and physics. 
Taken with iast week's publication of this 
year’s laureates in economics and medicine, 


the latest awards campleted a clean sweep 
for Americans, the first time all of the Nobel 
Prize winners in the sciences were individuals 
born and educated in one country. It is an 
impressive and deserved tribute to the 
quality of U.S. research since World War ΤΊ. 

In the nature of the case. Nobel Prizes 
testify always to past accomplishments. But 
what of the future? There are many Amer- 
icans of potential Nobel laureate caliber still 
unrecognized—one thinks of Sheldon Glas- 
how’s work on “charmed” particles in physics 
and George Cotzias’s tremendous contribu- 
tion to the alleviation of Parkinson’s dis- 
ease, for example. But what 15 the outlook 
for a decade or more from now? 

There is reason for worry An increasing 


body of evidence fm recent years has sug- 
gested that U.S. leadership in science and 
technology 15 beginning to be lost. One 
example 5 the disquieting survey of leaders 
of U.S research institutions recently pub- 
lished by the National Sclence Foundation. 
The nation's research administrators, this 
indicates, fear the collapse of top-ranking 
institutions because of inadequate or unre- 
Hable funding. They find evidence that the 
ablest young people are moving [rom basic 
research. They see rapidly growing numbers of 
bureaucratic and other obstacles to research 
freedom, and they perceive an ever-increas- 
ing spirit of anti-inte‘lectualism threatening 
the entire American scientific enterprise. 
These are sobering sentiments. The con- 


. ditions they testify to need correction if his- 


torlans of the future are not to view this 
year’s U.S. clean sweep of the Nobel science 
awards as also the beginning of the nation’s 
Scientific decline.

NFL Passers Go Far With Running

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (NYT).— 
Steve Grogan. a big, rugged 23- 
year-old from the plains of Kan 
sas, showed Monday night what a 
quarterback who cares to run can 
do to defenses, Grogan, 6 feet 4 
and 205 pounds, destroyed the 
New York Jets in the Patriots’ 
41-7 victory, as he rushed for 103 
yards and scored two touchdowns. 
He has six for the season, which 
puts him up with league leaders. 

In the National Football League, 
8 quarterback will gain more than 
100 yards rushing in a game about 
once every five years. When that 
happens, many offensive backfie'd 
coaches begin to fantasize, 

ff & Quarterback can outrun 
linebackers, as Grogan did against 
the Jets on @ 41-yard touchdown 
dash out of a broken play, the 
temptation is ta put quarterback- 
run plays—the draws and rollouts 
—into the offense because the 
average NFL defense is not equip- 
ped to handle them. It has neither 
coverage nor keys against a run- 
ning quarterback since it is ac- 
customed to seeing him run only 
two or three times by accident— 
secrambling—rather than by de- 
sign. 

Joe Namath was impressed with 
Grogan's performance. He said: 
“There is no limit to where he 
can go. But he can't Ρ Tun- 
ning the way he does. He has to 
realize αὶ quarterback is 2 valuable 
property." 

In five games Grogan bas carri- 
ed the ball 28 times, mostly by 
plan, for 205 yards. Among other 
quarterbacks, Jim Zorn, the Seat- 
tie rookie, is a distant second with 
110, and he has been running for 
his life. 

Miami's Bob Griese has 101. He 
will risk running when his recelv- 
ers are covered. It is εἰ risk be- 
cause he has been hurt a lot. 
Also, bis offensive line has a weak- 
ness at right tackle this season 
and he has to take off frequently. 

Baltimore's Bert Jones has 105 
yards and is similar to Grogan— 
big, tough, fast and delighted to 
run. Jones also appreciates what 
an important dimension his run- 
ning can add to the offense.
